III. Claims 25-44, drawn to an inflatable noise attenuator, classified in class 244, 
subclass 100R. 

IV. Claims 45-49, drawn to a system for inflating a landing gear noise attenuator, 
classified in class 244, subclass 100R. 

V. Claim 50, drawn to a landing gear noise-reduction apparatus with a brake cover 
and piston housing, classified in class 244, subclass 130. 

VI. Claim 51, drawn to a landing gear noise-reduction apparatus with a fairing insert, 
classified in class 244, subclass 129.1. 

VII. Claim 52, drawn to landing gear noise-reduction apparatus with a pocket filling 
fairing in a brace pocket, classified in class 244, subclass 129.1. 

VIII. Claim 53, drawn to landing gear noise-reduction apparatus with a door/strut 
interface fairing, classified in class 244, subclass 130.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I through IX are directed to related inventions. The related inventions are 
distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not 
overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious 
variants.
